Our coniempjrar; has qaoled, from text 
books in whicb iho duties of Election Oom- 
miltccs are pretty clearly defined, and has 
ntlcmpted to prove that Mr. ["idwoll is an 
injured man— wo liave already slated that in 
our opinion the Coiiunitico weio wrong in 
refusing to hear Mr. Pidwcll's counsel, but if 
that gentleman had been assisted by all the 
counsel ID tbe colony — his reluru could not 
have been supported. Tlie Coinniittoo are 
blamed for ignoring tlio local fninchise act. 
and nro accused of slielteririf; tlicmsclves 
under tlio l';Mi,'lisli law which in (inr cotiteiii- 
porury'd opinion has no more bearing on the 
points than ilio French nmoioipal oodo. VVe 
have Chrcfully perused the Franchise Act 
and other acts of the House of Assembly 
which have rekTCiice to Ihe eleelioii of ineni- 
bcr.s and In ihe ])Oucrs ct coiiiniilters, unci 
we have liiilcd to tiiul any relerencc riKnlo to 
tlio French innnici|ial code allliouyh section 
XIII of the above mentioned aot does most 
distinctly malce the English law applicable 
to this colony to fur as the dutie j of returning 
odicers are coaei'rried ami th'3 act p-.issi'd ,1 uly, 
1S60 relative to cuinmilteca coulers simi'ar 
powers on tlietn as are enjoyed and e.xcrcised 
by committees ol the House of Oommuns, and 
it would appear to' have been the study oi 
the House of Assembly throughout to assi- 
milate their powers and priictice to those 
maintaining; at home. The coininittce could 
not do otherwise than put a strict conalruc- 
tion on clause IX of the Fraocbise. net ; 
they have lio' discretionary power vested in 
them that would enatilo them to dispense 
with Ihe requirements of that clause ; we arc 
perlectly aware that the wording of Ihe 
claiifo is such as to h'ave room for some 
variation in its rending or inlerprelation, but 
it is plainly essential that, beforB the return- 
ing ollicer can ignore the votes recorded for 
a cuodidatts who has been required to qualify 
and has not done so, he must furnish him 
with t!ie requisition or full inforinatiuri re- 
.i|)ecting it. 

It is peifoctly clear from the evidence ad- 
duced that no such requisition was furnished. 
The Ileturnine uflicer niii;ht just as well have 
sent a blank sheet and enclosed a sheet of 
Sanscrit, as the notice that ho sent to .Mr 
Dennes. It was not for the cominiltoe to 
consider 'vhether or not -Mr. Daniies could 
have received full cxplaiiai'ona from other 
sources relative tu the rc<iuisition, nor «ns 
it of the slightest consetjneiioo whether or not 
a marked copy of the act hail reached Mr. 
Dennes, and llia committee very properly re- 
fused to order Mr. Dennes to produce the 
act. Far from it being apparent tlinl the 
committee had dclcrinir:eil on the second day 
to stifle the in(|!iiry as far as possible | their, 
whole proceedings .ihowed rather an inclina- 
tion to hear more than they were justified in 
admitting. The petition was one against the 
relurii only. We must refer our contoinpor 
ary to Rogers on Elections, page 471, 
where it is laid down that no recriniinatory 
evidence is allowed where tbe petition is 
against the return only; and whether or no't 
the cornniill''o, in adinittir'g such evidence, 
as Ihiij' iliii on the last day of their silting, 
showed a couscionsness that thny had erred 
in conliiiir'.g the sitting member (0 the case 
disclosed on the petition, we for our own 
pari repudiate any blunder in iba assumptioo 
that recriminatory evidence in this particular 
in.itanco, for Iho reasons above stated, was 
inadmissible. 

We hare throuyliout forborne to compare 
the incriH of the two cniididales, but so far 
as the conduct of their respective cases goes, 
we thiols that ilr. Tidwell, being assisted 
throughout the enquiry by an able lawyer 
(Mr. Bishop) was upon perfectly ecpial terins 
with his opiioiiiMil if any :ib;;lru.-e lug.d dilii- 
cullies could arise in sucli an enquiry, ami il 
"practice in the fjuiiUs of criminal law ' was 
likely to bo of use in arguing such a case, we 
presume that Mr, Pidwcll's legal adviser 
would be as well able to make such practise 
and linowledue available for li.e interests ol 
his client as ?\Ir. Peniirs himself 

In closing our icmarlis upon this subject, 
we cannot avoid snorlly referring to the re- 
marks of oar evening contemporary, who 
without iittempting by argument or proof to 
assail our position, which is, that in com- 
menting u;)oii the course pui.sued by the 
Flection Coiiniiillii.', wu were guilty of 
no breach of privilege, reiterates a 
charge against us which it cannot and 
dare not altempt to support. Wo are 
not alarmed nt the threat that our con- 
temporary makes of acting as our mentor. 
"What is wanting in its argiuiieiit is ecrtidnly 
made up lor in assiiin|)lioii ; and we are 
glad to hear Ihnt wo are to have the benefu 
of that assumption in future, miiiglud with 
condemnation and advice when we make any 
further atlC'iipts to bring the press or our- 
selves within the pale of coiilempt. It may 
suit our evening contemporary's particular 
political views to avoid couMiieiitiiig freely 
on all passing events, but wilboiil "ujurping 
lunclions which do not ri£;htly belong to it," 
wo contend that the press has a perfect right 
to call iu (piestion all acts an'l di-eds of 
public luiieiioiiarii^,>. when tlioso nets allect 
any public iiitLre-,ls, and we have yet to Iciuii 
that to censure the rnii ii;; .,f iijii.lge on n par- 
ticular point of law is an altcinpl lo iiitcrhire in 
the administration of justice. Wo make i o 
attempt tu vacate our position, for by no argu- 
meiil or perversion of argument has our con- 
temporary shown us a preceilcnt for making 
it contemptuous within the puilianientaiy 
meaning of the term. ■

I'he knife and the 
pistol aie rusting on the cabin shelf, and the 
piissiiins wliieli would inavilubly have used 
them under a dill'erent reijimc, vaiit them- 
selves in less dangerous practices.

Now.I,meQtioa th^i facts not so much as 
a tribute to the, .individuals themsislves, but 
as fiicts which concern the public.

In tlio spring provisions were on an aver- 
age §1 per lb.

Throe very 
respectable towns, if I may dignify thein 
with the name, havo sprung up, and civiliza- 
tion has, in tho mode ol living alone, made 
an enormous .stride.

It is perfectly ridiculous lo 
read the letters somelimes inserled in the 
newspapers The lone of most of the 
writers is a deprecating one. Now lei any 
thinking man :or a nionient compare thu 
statements made with the real facU. Where 
has all the i;old eonio Irom '. How has the 
country subsisted, and what has raised it to 
its present posilion ? Xothing but gold. It 
was a mero fui trading disuicl (and even (X- 
hausted in this respect) beloro the mines on 
tho Frasor and Cariboo were discovered, 
Gold mining is in all countries a lottery. 
Kvery man can'l win a priis and of course 
the unlucky ones (und when did they nut do 
so ?) grumble. 

Lightning Creek was last year abandoned. 
Hundreds lelt it and save the country a bad 
name. Tbia year, rather late in tho season, 
ihc banks have been found to contuin larj^e 
(|uaotiIic8 of the Qnest gold. And yet it is 
not tested. Next year wa may fairly expect 
that it will redeem the character which it 
once obtained and has since lost. The cir- 
oiiiiii,taiice3 nf the country have been in the 
highest degree adverse lo prospecting. Pro- 
visions have been loo high and and labor has 
conimauded an enorninus figure. Tho claim 
must indeed be rich that pays a foreman SlU 
per day, and perhaps from 'JO to 7."i men ,SlO 
per day oaoli, and yet yield a weekly divi- 
dend of from JoOO lo S1500 per share. This 
lias been done iu several instances. 

The new discovery that Conklin'a Gulch 
and McCullf.m'i Gulch, both tribularjes ol 
Williams Creek, contain gold in large (jiian- 
tilies is a most eucoiraging fact. The sink- 
ing ij very deep, being in some oaics on 
Conklin's Giilcii nearly 100 feet. Lowlieo 
Creek ij not even prospected, and ground of 
known value exists in abundance. Of 
course it is laken np, but tiie owneis have 
struggled with such difficulties a l summer lor 
want ot monns, that ouly partial success has 
been achieved. (Juariz veins intersect it and 
Williams Croelf in all (|iroctioq3 ; but with 
the exception of Mr. ilcLaughlin's, no gold- 
bearing quartz sufficient to tempt spocumion 
has been discovered. Rich specimens of 
veins as yot n secret have been shown, and 
will no doubt next year bo opened tip and 
developed. Contending against nnttiral diffi- 
enlties, such as its inland position, its intem- 
perate olimale and long dreary winters, Cari- 
boo hassuocceded whore any olher district in 
in any olher country so situated would have 
signally failed. 'Iho demands have been 
enormous und ils mineral resources have 
more than met them with a large balance to 
its credit.
